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Council approves track resolution

AGAWAM — The city council 
unanimously voted to move for- 
ward with plans for the Agawam 
High School track and field facil- 
ity during its meeting Wednesday, 
Oct. 9. 


According to Councilor George 
Bitzas, the council approved a 
resolution appropriating $20,000 
in Community Preservation Act 
(CPA) funding for the creation of 
a master plan for the rehabilitation 
and restoration of the track and 
field facility. 

The Community Preservation 


Act is a state law that allows mu- 
nicipalities to place a surcharge 
of up to 3 percent on homeown- 
ers’ property taxes. The state then 
matches a percentage of the funds 
raised, and the town can use the 
money for preservation of open 
space, restoration of historic build- 
ings, and affordable homes on the

Pedestrian, driver injured in crash

AGAWAM — Two people were 
hospitalized with what police 
called non life-threatening inju- 
ries after a car struck a pedestrian 
on Meadow Street in Agawam 
during the early morning hours of 


Saturday, Oct. 12. The vehicle that 
struck the pedestrian then report- 
edly hit a tree. 

According to Agawam Police 
Lt. Eric Gillis, the initial call for 
the crash in front of 43 Meadow 
St. came in at 2:13 a.m. Saturday. 

Responding officers found a 
19-year-old West Springfield man 
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identified as Tyler Karam, who 
was injured when he was struck 
by a Hyundai Accent operated by 
26-year-old Leah Cook of Aga- 
wam. After striking Karam, Cook 
reportedly lost control of her car 
and hit a tree, said Gillis. 

The vehicle was totaled in the

Officer arrested, charged 


with assaulting wife 
Placed on paid administrative leave

AGAWAM — A 13-year veteran 
of Agawam Police Department has 
been placed on paid administrative 
leave pending the result of an in- 
ternal investigation after he was ar- 
rested for allegedly assaulting his 
wife earlier this month. 

Paul Chenevert, 47, a resident 
of Feeding Hills, was arrested at 
his home shortly before 1:30 a.m. 
on Saturday, Oct. 5. He is charged 
with domestic assault and battery, 
according to court documents. 

He appeared in Westfield Dis- 
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trict Court for arraignment Oct. 
7 when Judge Joseph Conant or- 
dered him released on his own re- 
cognizance. His next court appear- 
ance 1s scheduled for Dec. 20. 

Conant also ordered Chenevert 
to refrain from making threats or 
physical violence against his wife. 
In addition, he is to remain alcohol 
free and submit to periodic testing 
for alcohol use, court documents 
state.

crash, but Cook was able to extricate her- 
self, said Gillis. 

Both Cook and Karam were transported 
by Agawam Fire Department EMS person- 
nel to Baystate Medical Center in Spring- 
field. 

Cook was treated and released and 
Karam was treated and held for observa- 
tion, Gillis said, adding his prognosis was

Local author to host book reading at library

Agawam Public Library will host local 
author and educator Laura Sullivan Thurs- 
day, Nov. 7, at 6 p.m. as she reads her touch- 
ing story, The Rag Doll. 

The book shares how one family copes 
with grief, keeping the memories of a loved 
one alive through a magical rag doll. The 
event will be open to all ages and is ideal for 
children 4 years old and up. 

“As a teacher and mother, I have seen 
children experience the loss of a loved one. 
Many children are separated from a parent or 
another family member and they are deeply 
saddened by this loss. Children need to be 
reminded they are loved,” 
said Sullivan. 

Sullivan was motivated 
to write the book after rec- 
ognizing how the loss of 
her maternal grandmother 
shaped the lives of her 
mother and her mother’s 
siblings. Sullivan noted 
how the adults in their lives 
hardly ever spoke of the 
loss and that the children 
grew up with a kind of true 
sadness. 

“When my grandmoth- 
er died at 34 in the early 
1960s, there was little or no 
support given to the chil- 
dren. I believe if they had been reminded 
of their dear, sweet mother they would have 
remembered her and all her love for them. 
My cousins and I all feel the loss in the next 
generation,’ she said. 

A handmade rag doll goes along with the 
story and allows readers to add pieces to it in 
order to make it a special reminder of their 
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loved one. These dolls will be available for 
purchase along with the books that will be 
available for purchase and signing at the li- 
brary event. 

“My mother and I hand make each rag 
doll. They are unique so I sign and number 
them as well. I really feel the book and doll 
are a package. I plan on selling them togeth- 
er at local craft fairs,” said Sullivan. 

The 28-page book, published in August 
through Outskirts Press, can be purchased 
on www.outskirtspress.com/theragdoll and 
also through Barnes & Noble and Amazon. 
com. Online book purchases, however, do 
not include a rag doll. 

Sullivan lives in Agawam with her family 
and teaches in West Springfield. She started 
writing the book last fall. 
She and her father worked 
on the illustrations togeth- 
er. A skilled photographer, 
he was helpful in capturing 
photographs of her daugh- 
ter. 

“The photographs gave 
me a rough image to then 
shade or add color and de- 
tails. It was a fun family 
project,’ said Sullivan, a 
mother of two. 

She plans to visit as 
many local libraries, craft 
fairs and social groups as 
possible with her book. 

3 She will hold a reading at 
the Agawam Harvest Festival this Saturday,

Additional rag doll books are in the works 
and she hopes that this book and future 
works will help people, especially children, 
stay connected to the ones they love. 

“T hope that they remember that people 
love or loved them very much. Losing some-

ith statistics like 2.6 million breast can- 
\ N / cer survivors living in the United States 
right now, there’s no way women should 

be forgoing a mammogram for any reason. 

The key to continually seeing that number of 
survivors increase is early detection. Knowledge 
is everything. 

Massachusetts’ mammography screening cov- 
erage law requires private insurance companies, 
public employee health plans and Medicaid to 
provide coverage for mammograms beginning 
with a baseline between the ages of 35 and 39 and 
annual mammograms for those 40 years old and 
above. But those with a family history of breast 
cancer should talk to their doctor about establish- 
ing a baseline through a mammogram earlier. 

For those without symptoms of breast cancer 
but have been diagnosed with the disease via a 
mammogram, the cancer tends to be small and 
confined to the breast, according to the American 
Cancer Society. And in this case, size matters. 

Young adults and those in their 30s are not ex- 
empt from being diagnosed with breast cancer 
despite the lessened risk that comes with their age 
group. Clinical breast exams should be performed 
by their doctors at least every three years. 

Young women should also ask their doctors to 
show them the techniques for performing self- 
exams. With these exams, young women can es- 
tablish what their breasts feel like and understand 
what is normal, giving then the chance to detect 
when something doesn’t feel right — at which 
point they should contact their doctor. 

Again, knowledge is everything. October des- 
ignated as National Breast Cancer Awareness 
Month provides an opportunity for mothers to 
talk to their daughters about breast cancer and 
self-exams. But the conversation about preven- 
tion should not be limited to just women. Men 
too, can be diagnosed with breast cancer, but they 
also should be kept in the know. 

Be good to yourself — receive a mammogram 
to establish a baseline if you have yet to do so or 
you're 40 years old or above and have not had a 
mammogram. Pass that good onto someone else 
and urge those you love to talk to their doctors 
about early prevention.

Council approves track resolution

rassment to our community,” Borgatti-Reed 
told Agawam Advertiser News after the meet- 
ing. She went on to add that it’s not only the 
football and soccer players who are affected 
by the state of the track and field facility; 
tennis players are no longer able to play on 
the tennis courts there. 

“The tennis courts are now unusable for 
the team,” she said. ““They’ve been pretty bad 
for awhile but this year, the athletic director 
determined that they can’t have matches 
there anymore, which I think is very sad.” 

Likewise, the track team has been unable 
to compete at the track for years, Borgatti- 
Reed said. 

“T think that’s sad,’ she said. “I can’t even 
remember the last time a track meet was held 
there. I actually think it’s an embarrassment. 
Shame on us that we let it get this bad.” 

Borgatti-Reed thanked the Community 
Preservation Committee for working on be- 
half of the town to “get the ball rolling” with 
the track facility. 

“This is a project that’s long overdue,’ Rua 
said earlier this week. “The athletes deserve 
a track they can actually compete on.” 

According to Rua, the project is more than 
just a school project; it’s a community proj- 
ect. 

“The tennis courts will be open to 
the public and families can walk on the 
track,’ she said, adding she, too, felt 
the track and field in its current state 
is an “embarrassment” for the town. 
Rua commended the city council for its 
unanimous support of the project. 

“[’m very appreciative and very grateful 
for their full support,” Rua said. “I do hope 
that the words they spoke, they will remem- 
ber when the actual numbers come in for 
how much this project will cost. Every one 
of them said such good things about why this 
project needs to be done.” 

“T’m anxious and excited because I think 
with the new facility, the community will be 
able to use it,’ said Galarneau. “It’s my hope 


that when the new facility is there, it will be 
open to the public.” 

She was pleased with the positive direc- 
tion of the discussion amongst the council. 

“T think it’s great,” she said. “Although it’s 
the first step in the process, it’s encouraging 
that they did OK the CPA funds, at least for 
the master plans.” 

Sapelli agreed that the t council discussion 
on the track facility was promising. 

“The most encouraging thing I heard at 
that meeting was councilors saying how not 
only do they want to approve this, they want 
to see it happen right through its finish,” he 
said. “I’m getting the impression the council 
is 100 percent behind this project. 

Part of Sapelli’s concerns about the facil- 
ity — which Councilor Paul Cavallo touched 
on during the meeting, he said — is that the 
school was cited recently by the New Eng- 
land Association of Schools and Colleges 
(NEASC) for not having a female locker 
room. 

“There are PE locker rooms for physical 
education but there’s a men’s team room in 
addition,’ said Sapelli, who added that the 
school was cited for not having a female 
locker room in the late 1990s. “This would 
solve that problem for us.” 

Bitzas said the project — which would in- 
clude new track/fields, tennis courts, locker 
rooms, concession stands and bathrooms — 
would be a “dream come true” for the town. 

“Our town is a wonderful town with 
wonderful people and our children deserve 
the best,’ he said. An updated track facility 
would be “not only for the high school, but 
for any resident to use. It’ll be open to the 
public; that’s very important.” 

The unanimous vote of the city council 
Oct. 9 will allow the town to use $20,000 in 
CPA funding to create a master plan for the 
rehabilitation of the track and field facility. 

“Every one of [the councilors] said such 
good things about why this project needed to 
be done,” said Rua. “Our hope is that as we 
get the figures, they will remember that and 
continue to be in favor of it.” 
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in the country. She will spend four days in 
Nashville, performing Oct. 30 at the Gaylord 
Opryland Resort & Convention Center.

To 
qualify, Mittler submitted an 
application and a recording 
of her playing the Mozart Clarinet Concerto 
— which she also performed for her All-State 
audition — for review by NafME. 


A ‘tremendous’ honor 

Hueglin, who sponsored Mittler for the 
State and national events, said the NAfME 
All-National Honors ensembles are the “best 
of the best” of high school musicians. ““The 
honor of having a student selected to perform 
with the All-National Honors ensembles is a 
tremendous one because of the size of the 
pool of applicants, the number of states in- 
volved, the level of talent, and the fact that 
the vast majority of high schools across the 
nation do not send anyone to this event,” he 
said. 

Agawam School Superintendent William 
Sapelli called Mittler’s selection a “presti- 
gious” accomplishment. 

“This is an incredible honor. Only a very 
few students from each state are afforded 
this opportunity,’ he said. 

Many states will have only one or two 
students participating in the All-National en- 
sembles. Mittler is one of 51 Massachusetts 
students selected for the 2013 performance. 


Determined to be successful 

Mittler said Hueglin always encourages 
her and her fellow band members to prac- 
tice their music “not until you get it right, but 
until you can’t get it wrong.” In addition to 
following her teacher’s advice by practicing 
45 minutes each day, Mittler takes private 
lessons in Springfield to improve her musi- 
cal skills. “Practicing is vital to achieving 
honors such as this one, as you can’t reach 
a goal if you aren’t willing to work for it,’ 
she said. 

Hueglin said Mittler’s musical skills are a 
result of “natural talent” coupled with hard

work and determination. He said he is only 
‘a small part of the equation” that has helped

“T find playing the clarinet to be both fun 
and challenging,” said the 17-year-old who 
plays in the wind ensemble section of the 
AHS band. “While I enjoy performing, play- 
ing music that is too easy for me can get a 
bit stagnant. So, with the help of my private 
teacher, Mary Ellen, I play more challenging 
solo pieces.” 

In addition to performing in the wind en- 
semble, Mittler is also woodwind captain in 
the AHS Marching Mohawks band and sec- 
retary for the band council.

In the early 1700’s, the vast majority of 
poor families were still making candles at 
home. Candle making was an important job 
and often done by the children and women. 
At this time candles were made out of tallow, 
a substance rendered from the fat of sheep or 
cows, usually done when the family’s live- 
stock was butchered for the winter. 

The tallow was melted in a large vat and 
boiled until the water was removed and the 
dirt skimmed away. Making tallow was dif- 
ficult as a change in temperature caused 
deformities. Tallow candles produced a 


foul-smell, creating noxious fumes and 
eminitating a great deal of soot and smoke. 
Wickes were made of pieces of hemp dipped 
into saltpeter. Wicks were repeatedly dipped 
into the tallow to thicken them enough for a 
night’s use. Candle molds helped to improve 
candle making. 

Colonists also used bayberry, which was 
readily available. However, extracting the 
wax was tricky. Eight pounds of berries 
would only yield one pound of wax. 

Also in the 1700’s and 1800’s, crystal- 
lized sperm whale oil produced a clean- 
burning was candle and was used until the 
1850’s. Again, only available to those who 
could afford them. At this time candlelight 
was considered a luxury in use only a couple 
of hours a day. Colonists would have their 
evening meal just before sundown or shortly 
there after and then retire for the night.
